EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-5,16-20,43-46,56-60,78,83-84,87-89,93-94,138 are allowed. 

Re claim 2, none of the prior art of record disclose of the specific wherein 
Having the processor being configured to generate a signal that corresponds to 
an estimate of a pressure derivative approximately along the sensor axis, and a 
third signal processor, configured to generate a signal that corresponds to a 
weighted source pressure sum and a comparator, coupled to an output of the 
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third signal processor that generates the weighted pressure sum signal, 
configured to generate a pressure sum error signal that corresponds to whether 
the pressure sum signal is less than a threshold signal ; and a fourth signal 
processor, coupled to an output of the comparator, configured to generate a 
coefficient signal based on the pressure sum error signal, which coefficient signal 
is input to the second signal processor which is further configured to generate an 
output signal that is proportional to the estimate of derivative signal, with a 
proportionality that is based on the coefficient signal. 

Re claim 138, none of the prior art disclosed of the specific generating a signal 
that is proportional to the measured acceleration; and driving a loudspeaker, with 
a signal that is proportional to the acceleration signal; and using an array of at 
least two pressure sensors spaced apart along a sensor axis that is collinear with 
the line, and located at an array location that is spaced from the loudspeaker 
location along the line; and generating a signal that corresponds to a weighted 
source pressure sum of outputs from the at least two sensors; and comparing the 
weighted source pressure sum to a threshold signal and, based on the 
comparison, generating a pressure sum error signal that corresponds to whether 
the pressure sum signal is less than the threshold; and generating a coefficient 
signal based on the pressure sum error signal; and generating an output signal 
that is proportional to the estimate of derivative signal. 
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Similarly the independent claims 43,78,87,93 have been analyzed and allowed 
for same reason as in claim 2.
